Tax: COMING YEAR. 


Keit year, it is expected, will ba ona of 


the most important in ttie history of Ne- 
sacln, for the^reason that the State, Govern- 
ment and private individuals will make a 
beginning towards the reclaiming of oar 
arid wastes. The coining session of Con- 
gress will have as its chief issue the ques- 
tion of water storage in the west. The fact 
has been established that the apparently 
Sterile tracts ot the western highlands are 
in reality, when subjected to water, as 
productive as any other sections of the 
e arth, and their soil less liable to ran out 
by continual use. 


There are two propositions which have 


been pat forward that effect Nevada. The 
first is that the Governmont take a hand in 
the work of reclaiming the arid regions. 
The second is that the nation donate to 
Nevada all the lands within her borders, 
and that she appropriate the moneys that 
accrue from their sale to their reclamation. 
The latter proposition is the one received 
with the moat favor by our representatives 
in Congress and by onr people themselves. 


The wheels of government move slowly, 


and where sach vast undertakings are at- 
tempted, are likely to get often clogged. The 
report of Major Powell certifies that ten 
years will be required to make the neces- 
sary surveys alone. By the time then that 
the Government may be expected to have 
m&de Nevada's deserts blossom as the rose, 
the hairs of her eons will have become 
whitened as the snows of her mountains. 


"With the lands relegaf-nd to Nevada, 


under suitable provisions, the State -will be 
in a condition to forward, under personal 
super vision, her own internal improve- 
ment. The State is the true instrumen- 
tality for the reclamation ol her waterless 
areas. The ponderous machinery of gov- 
ernment, with fountain head three thousand 
miles away, is the more liable, of the two, 
to fail its mission. 


What Nevada wants is immediate action, 


not procrastinated hopes. Work, accom- 
plishment, mast b? the key notes to her 
future development.

President's official advisers concurred in 
the advisability of an extra session in No- 
vember. It was in anticipation of this that 
the Senate continned its session clerks 
through the recess, though the fact was 
not hinted at wh&u the resolution was put 
through.

the tunnel is 13,600 feet, or two and a 
half miles approximately, and it will 
carry a double line of rails. For tho first 
half the floor aacends about 1 in 1,000, 
and for the second half of the journey it 
descends at an incline of 1 in 40. There 
are two main shafts, one 818 feet and 
the other 290 feet deep, which were sunk 
in order to facilitate the construction of 
the tunnel. 


The chief obstacle to progress arose 


from the flooding of the tunnel at more 
than one point. A large spring was cut, 
and the water flooded the shaft on the 
Candahar side to the depth of 180 feet. 
It took ten weeks to pump out the water, 
and in the western heading as much aa 
500 gallons a minute were constantly 
rushing out of the west mo-Rth. In order 
to overcome this difficulty a side cutting' 
had to be made. The magnitude of the 
work is testified to by the banks of shale 
and rock at the mouths of the tunnel 
and at the pitheads, which are said to lie 
quite altering the landscape in places. 
One cnriona discovery made during the 
progress of the work, as the result of an 
investigation into the cause of certain 
mysterious explosions, was that it was 
proved that "combustion had arisen in- 
side a case of blasting gelatine." 


Another Brag Abomination to Be Avoided. 


Exalgine is the name of a new drug 


similar in composition to antipyrin and 
antif ebrin, which has lately been the ob- 
ject of much laudation for its energy as 
a painkiller. Neuralgias of all kinds, 
wherever located, are generally dispelled 
by its use in about half an hour at tho 
outside. Frequently the pain does not 
return, and the cure is permanent, but 
sometimes there may be a relapse andl 
further doses are necessary. Exalgine, 
however, has been engaging the atten- 
tion of Dr. Bardet and Dr. Dujardin- 
Beaumetz, two French physicians who 
have been making an investigation into 
the therapeutic qualities of this sub- 
stance. While they agree as to the ac- 
tivity of the drug in destroying pain, the 
doctors are eqnally unanimous in their 
opinion as to the danger of its use. 
The 


new pain killer is a powerful poison as 
well as a sedative/and its action affects 
the brain, giving risa to violent convul- 
sions like those of epilepsy. The moral 
of the findings of MM.

Tbis i» to appease the unqry devils. Dis- 
mise and sickneas is spread by these can- 
nibuls. There is a whisky feast, 'or the 
purpose of which tbe tribes gtt whinby 
from Victoria sufficient to fill a canoe, aud 
men, woman and children dip into the 
oanoo nnbil they are all mad drnnk. Then 
they fight and stab each other, and the 
friend1) of those who have bepn murdered, 
when they become sobf>r, slash tb»ir own 
bodus with knives. 


Mrs. Tate relates a shocking story of the 


superstitions of these Indians. When an 
infant is brought into the world they kill a 


cow, 
tear out its haart aud put it palpitat- 


ing on the child to ward off disease. Da- 
formed or puny children are killed or 
allowed to die. 
Girls are married at eight 


and nine years. la one case a girl of thir- 
teen was forcibly taken from home, to be 
married to a man who already had two 
wives. They beard the obild Rort.au.iDg as 
she kicked and scratched the man who was 
oirrying her off, If the child is pretty and 
the other wives good natured, she bus oof 
a bud time, but generally she is made to 
work, and wben aha become* useless they 
take her out on a little islet and leave her 
to die there. 


One of the most horrible stories was
